THE POLICY OF FRANCE IN OMIA, 
THE OPENING OF THE WEST RIVUu, 


Thera was a happy time when all the 
Foreign Powers worked amicably together ia 
the task of opening China, The bulk of the 
work was naturally left to Great Britain, 
whose interests were, as they stili azo, tho 
largest ; but thore was a oo-opsralive polisy 
at Peking and tae Foreign Ministers backed’ 
each other up, und it’ was undreatmt-of that 
one Foreign Minister should go roucd to the 
Taungli Yaméa to try and put obstacles in 
the way of a colleague who was trying to do 
@ publi service, from a paltry jealousy, or 
an equally contemptible desire to promote 
the exclusive interests of, his own Autionals, 
In the happy daya of which weapeak Minis. 
tera were ut so Darruw-minded a9 some of 
them acem ta ba now, and they willisgly 
Inuked up Great Britain because they knew, 
as they know now too, that any privilege 
Groat’ Britain obteined was thrown open 
equally to all. Gormany “introduocd tho 
systew of instructing her diplematia repre~ 
sentatives to jiush the interest of her mer- 
chants and manufacturers; but while ber 
Ministor and Consuls wero instructed to ex~ 
tol the morits of German productioas, they 
were not, as far na we koow, also instructed 
to thwart, if pogeible, tho eifurte of other 
nationalities to get a share of Chino’s trade. 
{1 has been reserved for Franoo to take up 
thia ungragious position. For some years 
the Chamber of Commerco in f)orgkonz bus 
heon advocating tho opening of the West 
Liver. Suceeasive Vieeraya at Canton have 
made tho transit-pass clause ci tho various 
foreign treatica with China a dead letter, 
and Hongkong merchants of. ull nation- 
tlities bays sven thas the only way to 
combut this obstruotiva suceristuily, wae 
fo get the West River openel to steamer 
traflio as the Yangtze is, It 1s not fair 
to throw too muoh blame on the Capton 
Vievruys. ‘The fioancial system, or rather 
want of nystem, provailing in China is the 
real culprit, ‘Che upeniag of new ports, or 
the proper carrying out of the transit-pass 
system, whoreby duties that bave beon be- 
fore collected by the provincial. authorities 
are collected by the Imperial Maritime Cus- 
toms, meane a doplotion of the provincial in 
favour of the Imperial oxohequer, which the 
former naturally. dves not contemplate with 
equanimity, Thero haa been a shrewd 
suspicion that a certain foreign Power wa: 
urging the Tsungli Yamin te refuse to open 
the West River, and it is now openly allow- 
ed that the suspicion was fully justified. [o 
the interest of the commercially feeble 
empire that France is consoliduticy in Indo~ 
China, M. Gérard has been opposiag a’ oou- 
cession that will be of valae to all tho 
Powers, and.as a protext for this contradic- 
tioa of the elaims to be a leader in the cause 
of enlightenmont which France always 
makes and generally with justice, it has been 
represented thal the opening of the West 
River would be a special advantage to Great 
Britain; the advantage really being to ail 
who have the enterprise aud energy to seize 
the new opportunities, Thore was a field 
day in the French Serato on the dist of 
Maroh, when M. Bardoux put a series of 
questions to tho late French premior, M. 
Bourgeois, with the deaiza of showing the 
injury that France had soffered abroad uo- 
der o Radical administration, Five months 
before, ha said, there was no complication to 
be feared by France in any part of the 
world, ‘At no moment for long years had 
there been. a more favourable opportunity 
for the exercise of a clever: foreign policy. 
Sinoe-then, however, all the obstacles which 
had seamed to be overcome had risen again. 
From the point of view of European equili- 
brium, in:tead of a grauping of three 
Powers against two, lrance was at the 
present mument in presence of a group- 

of Fane Dewaovo “againat terse cm 
Ching aufureseen dutticulticn hua arisen ; 
in Médngasear the annexation bad 
bound the hands of Franev, and in Esypt 
the realisation of th» just demands ot Branco 
seemed considerably retarded.’ The new 
difficulties iu China are those with which we 
are chiefly concerned, In connection with 
the Enst M. Bardonx wished to know ‘ whe- 
ther if was true a new Chinese loan had 
been contracted in London, whether Sir Ro- 
bert Hart had been appointed Director of 
the Chinese posts and telegraphs, and who- 
ther the Si Kiaug had been op:ned to Euro- 
pean navigation, which would render the 
nudyantages of the Freooh railway to Lang- 
son illusory,’ That isto say, M, Bardoux 
gravely proposed thatthe West River should 
remain closed to the ovmmerce of the world 
in order that Tongking should not lose a 
portion of its transit trade. Que of the re- 
ports says that M, Bardoux mentioned that 
the French Mintater at Peking had exooted 
from the Yamén a promise that the West 
River should not be opened, and this is oon. 
firined bp the terms of M Bourgeois’ reply. 
He enid that be had no official knowledge-of 
Sie Robert Harts appointment as Director 
of Chinese post pnd telegraphs, but if he 
were 60 appointed, Francs would take care 
that she bad a fair sharo of the asw offices 
that would beoreated. He wenton to say: 
‘The Chinese Loan of 1895 was guaranteed 
by Russia; the present loan is only guar- 
anteed by the remainder of the product of 
the Chinese Customs. The Eoglish and 
German financial establishments, having 
‘offered better conditions than the French 
aud Russian firms, obtained the new Chinese 
Loan, As for the opening of the Si Kiong 
to European navigation, in spits of pre- 
vious engagements, I reply that the 
Chinese Government hnd entered into no 
engagement whatever,. and that all the 
Powers would profit by it, but wo have 
secured that if tha Bi ‘Eieng is opened wa 
shall obtaia for a French firm the conoession 
of the railway starting from Langson, and 
penetrating into the provines cf Knangsi 
Aga mutter of fact, M. Gérard was anxious 
to get the Iate loan for Francs, and nearly 
succeeded, but he lost it because he could 
only otate in general terms that the French 
oharge for issuing the loen: would be very 
moderate ont, aud was unable to say doe 
fivitely what the charge would ba; French 
financiers being unable, in reality, to give 
the terms finally arranged by the English 
and German baoks.

Ha suid the surplus for 1899-6 
was £4,210,000, and the catimeted ex- 
penditures for tho current year wero 
£100,47,000. Tho Chancellor anid that 
this had been a wonderful year and one of 
unexampled: revenue in spite of the fact, 
that the expenditures had bean the largost 
since the great war. Tho surplus was tho 
largest ever known and s larger sum waa, 
devoted to tho reduction of the National 
debt than over known. ‘The condition of 
the working classes, he continued, judging 
from the consumption of tea, tebacou ‘and: 
sugar, had materially improved, and it waa 
wromatkabla fact that while the deoreasa 
in the oxports and imports for tho firat six 
months amounted to £7,631,000, the in- 
creaso for the second half of the yoar 
amounted to £28,228,000. Tea, Sir 
Michael further remarked, was driving 
coffee out of the market and British spirita 
were ontirely displacing foro; 8, 
The increase in the import fs was 
10,000,000 pounds from India and Qaylon, 
replacing so much Qhiness tes. The in- 
eroass in the import of tobacoo was 
£108,000 over tho ostimate, chiefly for 
cigarettes, The Customs authoritics 
a.leulated, he said, that’ $1,000,000 yoar~ 
ly was thrown in the gutter in tho 
shapo of tha onds of cigars and cig. 
arottes, Tho imports of wines had 
incroasod £1,2F6,000. Light wines were 
preferred.
